THE REVOLVER. 


TUc Chief Imttrnment of Crime. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean.) 


The revolver seems to be the deadly 


enemy of peace and good order. Why, 
then, do we tolerate the revolver? 
What has the revolver done for mankind 
that its crimes should be condoned and 
excused? It ia plain that spades, and 
hammers, and chisels, and mallets could 
not be dispensed with merely because it 
sometimes happens that a crime is com- 
mitted with one of these useful imple- 
ments. They are essential to the prose- 
cution of the various handicrafts; they 
are not well adapted to killing, and sel- 
dom used for that wicked purpose. But 
the revolver is designed for no other pur- 
pose than killing, and there is scarcely 
any creature except a man that cannot 
be more sorely dispatched through some 
other agency than that of the revolver. 
It follows that the revolver is specially 
intended for use in killing human beings. 


It is singular, to say the least, that 


millions of revolvers are manufactured 
annually to be devoted to the use of 
killing human beings, and to be devoted 
to that use in the hands of persons who 
have no right to kill human beings. If 
the law required that convicted murder- 
ers should be shot to death with revolvers 
it would be quite proper for the Govern- 
ment to authorize the manufacture of a 
sufficient number of the weapons for the 
use of sheriffs in the execution of the 
law. 
But it is very strange indeed that 


the manufacture and free sale of revol- 
vers should be permitted, when it is a 
notorious fact that they are chiefly 
destined to be used in killing human be- 
ings by persons who have no right what- 
ever to kill human beings. Of course it 
will be said that a peaceable citizen has 
a right to defend himself; that if he is at- 
tacked he may shoot the assailant in self- 
defense. True. But how many of the 
»hcot:ng affrays that are daily recorded 
are the results of honest attempts at self- 
defense? Not one in a hundred. 


There is a law prohibiting the carry- 


ing of concealed weapons, but it is 
not enforced. No doubt its enforce- 
ment in a larg* city is next to Impos- 
sible so long M the unlimited: manu- 
facture and free sale of revolvers is 
permitted. But why should euch,traffic 
be allowed? Powder magazines are not 
allowed where there explosion would en- 
danger property and human life;; yet 
powder is largely used for mechanical 
purposes, and hence an essential manu- 
facture entitled to the protection of the 
law. But almost the sole use of the re- 
volver is to kill, and to kill illegally. 


The revolver ia to-day, in this country, 


the chief instrument of crime, and it 
hardly serves any useful purpose what- 
ever, and yet its manufacture audits 
sale are wholly unrestricted. ID every 
gnnshop there is a huge stack of revolv- 
ers; in every pawnshop scores of the 
murderous weapons are displayed, ready 
to the hand of the suicide and the assas- 
sin. The man who makes and the man 
who sells the revolver has a right to 
know, and does know, that whenever he 
parts with his property, the weapon 
u likely to lead to the commission 
of a bloody crime, likely to lead to the 
breaking of the law, likely to cause 
indescribable grief, wretchedness and 
sorrow. 


Governments have a right to abate' 


nuisances, a right to protect the phys- 
ical health of the public, a right to avert 
probable crimes by a summary removal 
of the predUnosing causes, Why should 
not the authorities abate the nuisance 
of the revolver? It causes more misery, 
more crime, more remorse, than any 
other one concomitant of civilization. It 
is at war with civilization. It defeats 
the great aim of cifiliiation, which 
is the entire abolition ;of 
savagery. 


It is as much out of pile* ill a civilized 
community as the tomahawk of it* 
fadias. '
